credited by authorities with the ar­ 
rest of Paul Krug, 59, and Earl Sipe, 
35. both oi 
Hanover, 
early this 
morning on charges of larceny. 
The two men were arrested at 
their homes by Sergeant Russell W, 
Frutchey, of tire state police, and 
Corporal R. Cl. Schwartz, of the 
highway motor patrol, charged with 
stealing a gasoline engine from the 
untenanted Seminary farm in Ber­ 
wick township at 9 o’clock. Friday 
evening. 
The unnamed “amateur detective’’ 
saw the two men drive away from 
the farm and started iii pursuit in 
his own machine. 
The Seminary 
farm is located in the Pigeon Hills. 
Abandon Machine 
Krug and Sipe apparently became j 
panic-stricken w’hen 
they 
noticed 
that they were being followed. Aft­ 
er crossing the Carlisle pike and j 
driving back a mile on the Al wine j 
brick yard road, which joins the 
Carlisle 
road 
at 
Red 
Hill, they 
abandoned the machine and fled. 
Sergeant Frutchey was notified 
and he began an Immediate investi­ 
gation. The abandoned machine, a 
topless, touring car, with the one 
and three-quarter horsepower gaso­ 
line engine in the rear of the car, 
was found on the brick yard road. 
From the license plates of the 
machine, 
Sergeant 
Frutchey and 
Corporal Schwartz learned that the 
machine was owned by Arthur Hip- 
pensteel, of Hanover, Sijies broth­ 
er-in-law, Hippensteel told the o f­ 
ficers he had given the car to Krug 
’nor the evening. 
While the officers were investi­ 
gating the robbery, Sipe, a garage 
and gasoline filling cation owner, I 
passed in another machine, 
He 
stopped for a few minutes, but drove I 
away, the officers not knowing at 
that time that he was implicated. 
Plead Guilty 
Continuing their investigation, the 
officers arrested Krug and later took 
Sipe into custody, committing them ; 
lo the Adams county jail here at j 
4:30 o'clock this morning.
